“If 
you own a railroad, you probably want 
a railroad president, but if you are a 
shipper, or a traveier, you would rath- 
er have somebody who feels the burden 
rather than one who levies the burden. 

“No man can serve two masters.

Weekly Promises for & Years. 

For five years, in weekly market let- 
ters to stockholders in the Great West- 
ern Gold Co., Theodore 8S. Henderson, 
on the ane hand, panegyrized in flowery 
language the prospects of the mining 
properties he was promoting, as a basis 
for his appeals for more money, and, 
on the other, attempted to explain why 
the long-promised dividends were unpaid.

The world’s greatest erro7z, he finds, 
ie a. failure to recognise the true 
proportions -of things.

What ts needed at this juncture, says 
Mr. ‘Chesterton, ts the dreamiest and 
most absent-minded of college pro- 
fessors, the theorist in place of the 
practical man. 

In offering this Mr. Chesterton 
places himself in a class which he 
cleverly castigates, the folk who are 
overfond of the medical analogy, 
who treat every wrong in the world 
as a disease and propound a remedy 
of doubtful efficacy or logical de- 
duction.

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JUDGE MUENOH’S UNUSUAL ACT. 

In setting aside a decree of divorce following 
the hasty remarriage of a woman who was freed 
Judge Muench acted well within the scope of his 
judicial power, even if his act results in complica- 
tions that would delight the heart of a writer of 
farce. :

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THE BEDUCED TARIFF ON SUGAR. 

“We revised the tariff on necessities down- 
ward,” asserts President Taft. To prove it the 
Federal Bureau of Statistics prepared figures 
showing among other things that the tariff col- 
lected on sugar in 1909 was 60.36 per cent of the 
value of the sugar imported and in 1910 the duty 
collected was 56.22 pér cent of the value of the 
sugar imported. 

Acceptance of these figures necessitates accept- 
ance of the President’s statement that there was 
a reduction in the tariff rate on sugar. But it 
also necessitates acceptance of the charge made 
when the Payne-Aldrich bill was under consid- 
eration that the lowered rate on sugar was so 
slight that it would bring the consumer no bene- 
fit—that it would, in fact, merely transfer from 
the treasury of the Government to the Sugar} 
Trust the difference the rate would make and, 
therefore, serve only to increase the trust’s 
profits. ; ,

no reduction in the price of sugar to the con- 
sumer. If there has been any change at all within 
the year, it has been a stiffening in the retail 
price. The reduction of 4 per cent in the tariff 
rate, estimated on th> Basis of 2,300,000 tons im- 
ported, has put into the pockets of the Sugar Trust 
$3,600,000 It makes it easy to understand why 
the Trust did not oppose the reduction.
